HOW  TO  MAKE  AN  ASPARAGUS 
BED 

Mark  out  rows  for  field  culture  six  feet 
apart  with  a two-horse  plow,  going  twice 
in  a row,  getting  row  as  deep  as  possible 
without  getting  in  the  yellow  soil,  spread 
in  row  good  well-rotted  manure  or  ferti- 
lizer, drop  on  manure  about  ten  inches 
apart  (eye  up)  good  two-year-old  roots, 
cover  with  a hoe  about  two  inches.  In 
about  two  or  three  weeks  the  Asparagus 
will  be  up  enough  to  cultivate;  work 
same  as  any  other  field  crop,  gradually

For 
a garden,  follow  same  plan;  but  as  the 
gardens  are  generally  very  rich,  you  can 
plant  much  closer,  and  work  by  hand,  in- 
stead with  horse  and  plow.  Plant  in 
Marqh,  April  or  May.
